The new express 
service, utilized with increasing success on the Jefferson 
Avenue line, uses numerous city-operated' buses, and at 
the moment the city is debating whether or not it will be 
possible to handle the traffic without the aid of the jitneys. 
Legal viewpoints to one side, the jitneys have continued 

to serve a useful purpose in transporting the citizens of 
Detroit. There is a tinge of humor in the fact that now 
that the city has the highest tribunal’s assurance as to her 
rights to bar the jitney, she must debate whether or not the 
people can get along without them.

N. Y. GAS TAX FIGHT 


A.A.A.Indorse Measure 
Provided Funds Go 
For Highways

ASHINGTON, Oct, 27.—The

It is freely predicted that al- 
though it will be necessary for a 
se in the state constitution 
seems probable that New York 
eventually will join other states in 
taxing fuel on cars and trucks using 
the highways as the best means of 
obtaining funds with which to 
maintain those thoroughfares. 
All except four states exact a tax 
on gasoline. This tax ranges from 
1 cent to 4 cents a gallon, and in 
most every instance the funds col- 
lected are expended in the building 
and maintenance of highways. 
New York is one of the states 
that has not yet enacted legisla- 
tion to this end, so that the mo- 
torist from other sections find 
that while he is called upon to 

pay as much as 25 cents for a 

gallon of high-grade gas in 

Maryland or Pennsylvania, he gets 

the same grade exactly for 19 

cents as soon as he crosses the 

New York state line. 

This is due partly to the absence 
of the gasoline tax and partly to 
discrimination in favor of New York 
by the gasoline producers, it was 
explained today at the headquarters 
of the A. A. A. 

For several years the commissioner 
| Of public works at Albany has urged 
| the Legislature to impose a gaso- 
line tax. Up to the present time, 
however, the opposition to the pro- 
posal has been so Strong that every 
effort on the part of the state gov- 
crnment in this direction has been 
futile. 

Observers in Washington who are 
familiar with the Situation ex- 
plained that this opposition comes 
from two forces: First, the car 
owners in the big cities, who oppose 
the tax because it would be used in 
the building and maintaining of 
country highways; and second, those 
members of the Legislature who 
fear that the funds would not be 
expended in such improvements, but 
that the greater portion of them 
would find their way into the gen- 
;eral fund of the state. 

It is because the state constitution 
prohibits taxation for a specific 
purpose that is not alike beneficial 
in all the civic divisions and that 
the gasoline tax, as proposed, would 
not be expended on the Streets of 
the incorporated villages and cities, 
that there has not yet been devised 
a tax plan that meets with general 
| approval. 
| A few days ago at Rochester, the 
! exe * mm thee of the A. A. A. 
| heartily indorsed the principle of the 
gasoline tax. However, advocates 
of such a tax insist that the fr 7s 
thus collected, which would amount 
to $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 a year, 
according to the rate, shall all be 
used in the improvement of the 
highways. Hence, before this can be 
assured, the constitution must be 
amended. - 

Meanwhile the automobile in-

Its desired effects have not 
been felt for the folowing rea- 
sons: The practice of issuing un- 
used export coupons to rubber 
growers in the Far East, permit- 
ting them to export that portion 
of their rubber quota allowed but 
not shipped in the previous quar- 
ter; smuggling of rubber to be 
exported by the Dutch, and the 
use of reclaimed rubber in this 
country. 

The first two practices, in effect, 
neutralized the object of the act, in 
that they increased the amount of 
available rubber. 

These conditions have changed. 
Practically all usable unused cou- 

have been absorbed; smuggling 
5 being severely dealt with and is 
on the decline, and less reclaimed 
rubber is being used in this country. 

If, as expected, there is some 
tightening up of the restriction 
scheme on February 1 it probably

By the use of truck 
trailers my company is able to 
speed up its delivery to the point 
where it can handle 1,800 loads of 
passing transfer every twenty-four 
hours.” 

The use of a trailer, according to 
Mr. Hanrahan, converts an express 
truck into three hauling units, in- 
asmuch as the trailer used has 
double the capacity of the ordinary 
express vehicle. 

Speaking on “Rail Car Fuels,” E, 
Wanamaker of the Chicago, Roc 
Island & Pacific Railway Company 
took up the question of present and 
future supply for internal combus- 
tion power equipment used by rail- 
roads today and in the near future.
